Fourteen jurors, including the 
two alternates, yesterday visited 
the blasted Mary E., the yacht of 
Mr. and Mrs, Walter E. Overell, 
that blew up in Newport harbor 
March 15. They made a minute 
inspection of the craft, and some 
of them looked at parts of the en- 
gine room and the forward cabin 
under magnifying glasses. 

“The jury looked at the boat 
in the light of the prosecution and 
the defense theories on how Mr. 
and Mrs. Overell were killed,” said 
trial Judge Kenneth E. Morrison, 
who climbed aboard the cruiser in 
the Southcoast Company’s boat- 
ways in Balboa to supervise the 
inspection. 

The jurors were driven to Bal- 
boa in a chartered bus and took 
advantage of Judge Morrison's in- 
vitation to wear their “yard 
clothes”. They showed up in cas- 
ual raiment ranging from jeans 
and lumber jack shirts to slacks 
and overalls and leather caps. 

For almost three hours they 
tried to reach individual conclu- 
sions whether the wealthy Over. 
ells had been bludgeoned to death, 
as the state claims, before the dy- 
namite explosion sank the craft, 
or whether, as the young college 
couple’s lawyers contend, they 
were alive and perished in an ex- 
plosion that was accidentally or 
purposely caused by Overell him- 
self, 

Final arguments starting Mon- 
day morning will continue for 
four days, and late Thursday or 
Friday morning, the court will in- 
struct the jury and turn the case 
over to it. 

Yesterday’s court session in 
Balboa concluded the 18th week 
of the trial.

WASHINGTON (#) — Has 
the atomic bomb changed the re- 
ligious beliefs of the people? 

For more than two years, man- 
kind has nursed the disturbing 
knowledge that he has invented 
the possible means of his own de- 
struction. 

Many have wondered whether 
this knowledge is driving Ameri- 
cans into the churches, 
them out of the churches, or both, 
or neither. 

The question can’t be answered 
through statistics because hardly 
any reliable figures exist. 

But here are the personal opin- 
| ions of a few religious leaders: 

This writer made a list of sev- 
eral churchmen in Washington 
and then asked each: “How has 
the atomic ,bomb affected people's
